SEOUL, South Korea — 
North Korea’s surprise call 
on Monday for direct talks 
with South Korea could drive 
a wedge into the decades-old 
alliance between Seoul and 
Washington, potentially cre- 
ating a reprieve from months 
of tensions but also under- 
cutting President Donald 
Trump’s tough approach to 
the nuclear-armed North.

Analysts said Kim was 
looking for opportunities to 
weaken international resolve 
to enforce the penalties, as 
well as to sow discord between 
the United States and South 
Korea.

Fortunes change for original plays 


As tourist-friendly musicals take 
over, American playwrights are 
no longer aiming for Broadway.

NEW YORK — In June, four original dramas 
by highly regarded playwrights vied for the Tony 
Award for best play of the Broadway season. Three 
months later, all four were gone. 

Their truncated lives reflect an imbalance that 
has all but eradicated a once thriving category of 
American entertainment: the commercial new 
Broadway play. For decades, the theaters of Broad- 
way — now numbering 41 — were the moneymak- 
ing breeding ground for these plays. But what was 
once the rule on Broadway is now the rare excep- 
tion. And the traditional for-profit, new Broadway 
play is disappearing almost as surely as the dodo. 

Three of those four nominated new plays — 
Indecent by Paula Vogel, Sweat by Lynn Nottage 


and Lucas Hnath’s A Doll’s House, Part 2 — were 
brought to Broadway by commercial producers;

WASHINGTON — As the 
#MeToo movement to expose 
sexual harassment roils the 
nation’s capital, political par- 
tisans are exploiting the 
moment, raising hundreds of 
thousands of dollars to sup- 
port accusers who come for- 
ward with charges against 
President Donald Trump and 
members of Congress, even 
amid questions about their 
motivation. 

As accusations take on a 
partisan tint, activists and 
lawyers fear that such an evo- 
lution could damage a move- 
ment that has shaken Holly- 
wood, Silicon Valley, media 
suites in New York and the

hallways of Congress — and has 
taken down both a Democratic 
fundraiser, Harvey Weinstein, 
and a conservative stalwart, Bill 
OReilly. 

“There is a danger in this 
environment that unsophisti- 
cated individuals who have been 
abused by powerful people could 
be exploited by groups seeking 
partisan advantage, or by lawyers 
seeking a moment in the lime- 
light,” said Debra Katz, a Wash- 
ington lawyer who has brought 
sexual harassment cases against 
politicians from both parties. 

The lawyers and operatives 
behind the most politically 
charged cases brush off those 
concerns.
